In response to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers, Applicant provides the 
following. 

First, the requirement cited by the office is only applicable to cases filed after September 23, 
1996 (see MPEP § 608.01 (m)). The present application is based on a parent disclosure filed June 2, 
1995, and, as such, it is believed that such requirement is not applicable to the present filing. 

Second, claims 1-37 were canceled in the Preliminary Amendment filed on January 10, 
2001 in favor of new claims 38 - 66.
